Student Council decided not to 
sponsor a jazz concert proposed 
by the Shorty Rogers jazz group.

It has been suggested, many times, that clubs hold 
meetings in the Sierra room at noon or hold their meetings 
at other times. Some organizations have rearranged their 
meeting schedule to help alleviate the cafeteria situation. 
Other groups persist in increasing the crowding in SSC’s 
overflowing cafeteria. 

It is up to the campus organizations themselves. 
STOP, before that meeting is scheduled for the Ribera 
room. LOOK, around the cafeteria on a day when there 
is a meeting in that room and notice how much more crowd- 
ed the cafeteria is. LISTEN, to the plea of the more than 
4000 students that patronize the SSC cafeteria. Schedule 
meetings at noon anywhere but the Ribera room. 





Council Neglects to Refer 

Last week Sacramento State College’s Student Council 
took action on a complaint brought to the Council by Shirley 
Leventon, charging that two students were holding two 
positions in violation of the Associated Students consti- 
tution. 

The group, after hearing that Bruce Becker, attorney 
general, had refused to take action on the matter after re- 
ceiving a letter from Miss Leventon, voted to refer the 
matter to the board of justice. 

No notice of Council's action has reached the board as 
this paper goes to press. Before the board can take action 
it must receive referral frem council. 

This matter was neglected too long before it came to 
council and further delay on the part of council is not care- 
lessness, but willful negtect. A mere vote to satsfy con- 
stituents is not enough. Action is needed.

It would seem that when a 
mother dreams of her son 
being president, she doesn't 
take into account the long 
hard road leading to that 
goal. There's the city council, 
the state legislature, the 
governorship or U. S. Sen- 
ate, golf lessons; this all 
takes time.

Granted that the pay isn’t 
bad, but look at the hours.

He 
does everything from laying 
cornerstones to attending 
international conferences. In 
between he must worry 
about such things as con- 
gress, the budget, national 
security, his legislative pro- 
gram, to name a few, which 
is enough. 

When the ordinary citizen 
goes to work, he usually has 
only one boss, but the pres- 
ident, in theory at least, has 
millions, and some of them 
want to fire him just on gen- 
eral principles. 

Sc just what it is about 
motherhood that would 
choose for its offspring what 
Thomas Jefferson called “a 
life of splendid misery” is 
probably open to conjecture. 
But of this much we can be 
sure: if there is anyone who 
wants to see her son become 
president of the United 
States, it’s the American 
mother.
